opportunity to look for their lines of

giving their effort's free, will be al- 
Ipwed to return to their 
personal 


pursuits immediately. 


The organization will not be offi- 


'cjally disorganized, 'however, 
and 


the 
various 
members 
will 
hold 


themselves in readiness for call in 
case Chairman Micheal 'E. IFoley de- 
cides that an emergency has arisen 
which will make their work necess- 
ary. 


The state council has directed the 


war work in Indiana for 
eighteen 


months, 'being organized 'by Will H. 
Hays at the direction of <3ov. Good- 
.rieh the montW after the U. S. en- 
tered the war. 


The work of the Umliana organi- 


zation was regarded as a model for' 
other states and was often pointed 
to as the ideal council. 


Expenses of the organization were 


paid by means of a loan which Gov. 
Goodrich .procured 
from 
varipus 


banks in the state. One of the main 
;ij>propriations to be made by 
the 


coming legislature-will be for funds 
to meet this indebtedness. 


One of i the biggest things, which 


the state council hfindled 
was a 


monster meeting ,of war workers,-of 
the state last spring. 
The confer- 


ence, which thousands of Hoosiers 
attended, extended over two 
days.
